Of Four Mills 


Taxpayers of Wainwright surely 
have something to feel good about 
now that the Council have set their 
estimates of expenditures for the 
current year, in that the resultant ef- 
fort shows that the tax rate for 1938 
will be four mills less than that called 
for last year. 

The appropriations to the several 
conumittees for repains, improvements, 
etc., have been cut to the very bone, 
and although the fixed expenditures,—- 
salaries, debenture payments, and so 
forth —cannot ibe eased in any way, 
the tax collector will change only 44 
mills this year as against 48 mills 
called for in 1937. 7 

The total tax will be apportioned as 
|follows: Municipal, aad debenture 
|payments, 22.5; schools, 18.5; hospital 
/3. The provincial social service tax 
which calls for another three mills 
over the above is levied on land only. 

The tax rate on farm lands will be 
10 mills, and that on subdivided lands 
| Outside the town limits 18.5 mills with 
| a minimum per parcel of fifity cents.

IM BROWN, carpenter—your next-door neigh-

farmers, trappers, and 
others. 

These are among the folks 
who own the banks and so must 
be a part of that bogey with 
which some people seek to scare 

ou—that fabled “international 
bankers” ring”. They are mostly 
Canadians— your fellow-citizens 
—decent people like yourselves. 

50,185 people hold the 1,445,- 
000 chartered bank shares is- 
sued. Seventy out of every hund- 
red shares are owned in Canada. 

The average share-holding is 
28.8 shares—but all through the 
lists of bank shareholders you 
will find hundreds who own 
from one to five shares. 


There is no concentration of 
ownership and wer in the 
hands of any small group. These 
shareholders annually elect di- 
rectors. ‘There are 172 directors 
of Canada’s chartered banks. 
Their addresses dot the map of 
Canada from coast to coast. 
They are men of proven business 
ability; their own success has 
proved their judgment good; 
that judgment is.always alert in 
safeguarding your money. 

- Their business experience re-

Loans to bank directors, firms 
in which they are partners and 
loans for which they are guar- 
antors, as of February 28th, 
1938, did not exceed 1/100th part 
of the total loans made by the 
chartered banks. That is about 
the usual proportion. Monthly 
returns have to be made to the 
Government showing these bor- 
rowings. — 

No director may vote, or even . 
be present at a meeting of the 
board when loans in which he 
has any interest are under dis- 
cussion. 

The law prevents a bank from 
doing certain things. A bank is 
prohibited from lending on 
mortgages, for loans must be of 
short term and quickly realiz- 
able. ; 

A bank is forbidden to engage 
in trade, It must not buy, or 
lend against its own shares or 
the shares of any other char- 
tered bank. No bank, bank 
director, or bank employee is 
allowed to hold. shares in the 
Bank of Canada. 

A bank must not let its name 
appear on certain prospectuses, 
nor may any of its staff repre- 
sent insurance companies. 

There are heavy penalties 
laid down for violation of any of 
these and other provisions of 
The Bank Act.-

ery for carrying out adequately 
the most widely varying, day- 
to-day transactions—financing 
farmer or factory, merchant or 
miner; simplifying business, fa- 
cilitating the exchange of goods 
and services. ;

I visited 
fa ‘big farmer—he having three borses. 
The general procedure is to dynamite 
a tree root out of the ground and then 
haul soil for a day or so 'to fill up the 
hole. Rather a slow job and hard 
work, 

The thought that impresses me thus 
far is the vastness of Canada, its nat- 
ural resources and beauty. Already 
I have a much stronger pride in being 
of such a country, not in a nationalis- 
'tic way, ‘but in the idea of the oppor- 
tunities it holds out to its peoples. On 
the other hand is our great lack of 
population, a mere handful eking out 
a miserable existence only, in many 
‘cases. We have the countny and the 
right type of people ‘but we must start 
to build up a great nation and use our 
rich (possessions; or I fear some day 
another people, crowded to despera- 
‘tion, will look with hungry eyes upon 
a Jand so mising.

BLAME 


The more we understand human be- 
havior, the jess do we blame the child 
or the adult for behaving in what is, 
to us, an undesirable way. 

Mary, a gir: in her teens, has al- 
ways quarrelled. She has never been 
| able to play appily with her elder 
sister, and at school her life has been 
a continucus ‘battle with the other 
children. ; 

Nventually, as s+ often happens in 
‘such cases, Mary broke one of our 
laws and found herself in court. It 
was then that someone realized it 
would ‘be desirable to study Mary and 
so try to find out the reason for her 
‘foehaviour, in order to help her. 

Mary’s life at home had not been 
happy. ‘True, she was often enough 
in the wrong, but to her that seemed 
to fbe of no importance because her 
parents blamed her no matter who 
was at fault. 

Her school life was not much bet- 
ter. She had aifficulty with her work 
and she was blamed for this, being 
called stupid and lazy. Her teachers 
disliked her because she was a nuis- 
lance to them. 
| No one seemed to realize that 
| Mary’s fighting ‘back and her quar- 
reling were perfectly natural things 
for her to do under the circumstances. 
She did not create her home or school 
situation so she certainly was not to 
blame. 

In the home, Mary felt insecure. 
She was blamed, and to her the blame 
was unfair so she struggled to assert 
herself which is a much more healthy 
thing to do than to lie down and ac- 
cept the situation. 

Mary’s intelligence is below normal, 
which would account for her difficulty 
with school work. She has no con- 
trol over the intelligence with which 
she is born, so no blame can be at- 
tached to her on that point. 

This problem did not, as a whole, 
arise because the child was of poor in- 
telligence. That is merely an incid- 
ental. Mary is a problem ‘because she 
hag not been treated with understand- 
ing. It is the treatment which she 
has received—the lack of understand- 
ing—-which has brought Mary ‘to the 
court as a deiinquent. Mary would

RAINBOW ICE CREAM MOLD 
(Serves 8 to 10) 


1 tablespoon gelatin 

1 pint milk 

1 pint whipping cream 
1 cup sugar 

2 egg yolks (beaten) 
% teaspoon salt 


Soak gelatin in % cup milk. 
Heat cream and remaining milk 
and add gelatin, stirring until dis- 
solved. Add sugar, beaten egg yolks 
and salt. Blend carefully, remove 
from flame and cool. 

Pour mixture in freezing contain- 
er of modern ice cream freezer and 
freeze, using 3 parts crushed ice 
and 1 part rock salt, ' 


When frozen, remove cover, lift 
out dasher and divide ice cream 
into 3 bowls, placed in a shallow 
pan containing a mixture of 2 parts 
crushed ice and 1 part rock salt 
(to be used later in freezing the 
mold).

Bare Spots in Lawns | 
Disfiguring bare spots in an other- 
wise good looking lawn can .be_ re- 
moved, though the job will require a | 
little patience.

There may 
‘be various reasons, such’as short cuts 
by children, milkmen or dogs, sour or 
poor soil underneath, weeds, or star- 
vation or shade.

itempt to grow grass and paving the

Notice Board 


We are in receipt of a circular letter 
from the Alberta Division of the 
Canadian Red Crosg Society, stat- 
ing that they have accepted the re- 
sponsibility of. administrating the 
Imperial United Service Fund in the 
Dominion of Canada. As this fund 
is only $25,000.00 for the whole of 
Canada, it is totally inadequate to 
even begin to do the things for 
which ex-Imperial service men 
might apply and it has, therefore, 
been decided to restrict the assist- 
ance to medical requirements only. 
They state: 

(1) To provide hospitalization or 
transportation, or both, in acute ill- 
ness, 

(2) To provide appliances and med- 
icines such as dentures, glasses and 
special medicines in cases of. illness. 
It is felt, for example, that the sup- 
plying of dentures to these middle- 
aged men, where there tis no possi- 
bility of securing them from other 
Sources and where they are necom- 
mended by properly qualified physi- 
cians, ig a remedial measure of im- 
portance to their good health. 

The following papers must ibe attach- 
ed to any application for assistance 
from this fund: 

(a) A medical neport certifying that 
whatever is requined is necessary ‘to 
improve the bealth of the appli- 
cant. 

(b) Letters of recommendation 
from referees mentioned in the ap- 
plication form which must certify 
to overseas service from presenta- 
tion of dischange. 

(c) Minimum cost of work to be 
done iby doctor on dentist as enter- 
ed on application form, should be 
confirmed in writing by either of 
these practitioners.
